We have endeavored to so arrange the schools that all 
the scholars should have an equal advantage, by having 
the same number of weeks (21) in each school district, 
except the Center district, which on account of illness of 
the teacher had but 20’weeks, and the Champion district 
having the benefit of the Abigail Drake fund had 24 
weeks.
